Commissioner Moore inquired of the status of his request for a report of missing persons specifically young 

women in the city of Detroit; it is an epidemic in our city. DC Sims replied she will. Vice Chairperson Holt requested 

information on the make and model of stolen cars reported. DC Sims stated it is not on her report but the department 

do have that information and will provide it.  Vice Chairperson Holt inquired about the 8th Precinct CompStat meetings. 

DC Sims mentioned that the department is the process to provide quarterly community CompStat meetings. Vice 

Chairperson Holt asked if DPD would provide a 15 minute ShotSpotter presentation at the Community Public Safety 

Meeting. DC Sims stated that can be arranged. Commissioner Bernard mentioned that the statistics shows that crime 

is up in the city. She asked if those are FBI stats or the department stats. DC Sims stated that is DPD data that is 

provided to agencies like the FBI. Chairperson Ferguson spoke about crime and getting the message out that there are 

consequences to criminal activities.
